FIFTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  is  the  last  annual  report  to  be  presented  by  the  General 
Committee  under  the  present  regime  of  the  Hospital.  A  short  summary 
of  the  history  of  the  Hospital  was  given  in  the  report  for  1946,  and  there 
is  little  to  add  except,  once  more,  the  Committee’s  warmest  thanks  to 
all  who  have  helped  in  one  way  or  another  to  support  the  Hospital 
during  its  fifty-nine  years  as  a  voluntary  organisation. 

Outstanding  among  the  names  of  these  is  that  of  Miss  A.  E.  Baker, 
who  held  the  position  of  Matron  from  1922  to  the  date  of  her  retirement 
in  1948.  During  her  time  of  office  the  Hospital  grew  from  a  small 
cottage  hospital  on  Barnet  Hill  to  the  present  well-equipped  and  spacious 
building,  containing  52  beds.  Anyone  acquainted  with  the  nursing 
activities  of  a  hospital  knows  what  this  implies,  and  the  Committee 
records  Its  heartfelt  appreciation  of  Miss  Baker’s  management,  with 
which  they  would  like  to  couple  the  name  of  Sister  Williams,  who  also 
served  the  Hospital  so  faithfully  for  twenty-five  years. 

The  Hospital  has  just  been  entirely  re-decorated  and  renovated, 
and  it  will  thus  be  handed  over  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  first-class 
condition.  This  has,  as  will  readily  be  understood,  necessitated  the 
sale  of  some  securities. 

The  Late  Dr.  J.  W.  Nunn  and  Mrs.  Staff. — The  Committee  records 
with  great  regret  the  death  of  two  of  the  oldest  friends  of  the  Hospital. 
Dr.  Nunn  joined  the  hon.  medical  staff  in  1911,  and  was  in  constant 
attendance  until  his  death  in  1948.  Mrs.  Staff  was  one  of  the  most 
energetic  and  faithful  voluntary  workers  which  the  Hospital  has  ever 
had.  She  founded  the  Patients’  League  and  raised  £1,000  for  its  funds 
during  her  secretaryship.  Many  friends  will  remember  her  making 
hundreds  of  pounds  of  marmalade,  which  was  only  one  item  of  her 
devoted  service. 

New  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  (appointed  1948). — The  Committee 
expresses  a  wholehearted  welcome  to  Miss  K.  M.  H.  James,  who  has 
been  appointed  to  the  office  of  Matron,  and  to  Miss  F.  M.  Gundry,  who 
comes  to  the  Hospital  as  Assistant  Matron.  It  looks  forward  to  a  period 
of  ever-increasing  major  usefulness  in  their  profession. 

Ladies’  Linen  League. — The  sum  of  £81  Os.  6d.  was  collected  this 
year,  and  it  was  decided  to  use  this  and  the  £75  which  was  invested  in 
War  Bonds  for  the  purchase  of  linen.  Thus  the  League  has  wound  up 
its  functions  with  a  final  and  imposing  presentation  of  linen  to  the 
Hospital,  and  the  Committee  records  with  great  sincerity  its  appreciation 
of  the  sustained  interest  of  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Abbott,  the  hon. 
secretary,  Mrs.  Pat  Cutbush,  the  hon.  treasurer,  Mrs.  N.  McDonald,  and 
the  many  helpers  of  the  League,  especially  noting  the  party  of  ladies 
who  attended  the  Hospital  regularly  to  mend  the  linen. 

Patients’  League. — In  July  a  happy  gathering  was  held  in  the 
Hospital  grounds,  which  was  attended  by  the  late  Mrs.  Staff,  the  founder 
of  the  League.  Sixty  chairs  were  presented  to  the  Hospital.  A  final 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Ewen  Hall  in  February,  1948,  at  which  it  was 
decided  to  end  the  League  as  it  then  existed.  It  was  voted  unanimously 
that  an  honorarium  be  given  to  Miss  Evelyn  Smith  for  all  the  work  which 
she  had  done  for  the  League,  that  an  amount  of  £20  be  given  to  the 
new  Matron  to  help  to  start  her  Christmas  fund,  and  that  the  remaining 
sum  of  £52  11s.  4d  be  handed  over  to  the  general  hospital  fund. 
Warmest  thanks  were  expressed  to  Miss  Baker,  and  a  farewell 
presentation  of  a  clock  and  a  cheque  for  £75  was  made  to  her. 

House  Committee. — Thanks  are  again  expressed  to  this  Committee 
for  its  regular  and  efficient  service. 

Appointments  and  Resignations.— The  following  have  retired  from 
the  Hon.  Medical  Staff  and  have  been  appointed  Physician  and  Surgeon 
Emeritus  and  Hon.  Consultant,  respectively  :  Dr.  W.  G.  Harnett,  M.A., 
M.D.,  B.S.,  B.A.O.,  and  Dr.  G.  R.  Hughes,  M.A.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.(Lond.) . 
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The  Committee  records  its  appreciation  of  their  long  and  valuable 
association  with  the  Hospital.  Dr.  J.  A.  Nunn,  M.B.,  B.Ch.COxon.) ,  and 
Dr.  L.  R.  Gardner,  M.A.,  B.Chir.,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  have  been  elected 
to  the  General  Committee.  Mr.  I.  C.  L.  Wren,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.CEng.),  and 
(in  1948)  Mr.  Paul  F.  Moran,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.(Eng.),  have  been  appointed 
Hon.  Surgeon  Dentists,  Dr.  Angus  Brewer  has  been  appointed  Hon. 
Pathologist  (1948). 

Religious  Services. — Sincere  thanks  are  again  tendered  to  the  local 
clergy  and  ministers  who  have  conducted  services  in  the  Hospital. 

Staff. — Whatever  the  future  may  hold,  the  Committee  is  well  aware 
of  the  invaluable  work  carried  out  in  the  past  by  the  whole  staff  of 
the  Hospital.  In  one  department,  namely  the  secretarial  under  Miss 
Elsie  A.  Henderson,  the  general  activity  has  greatly  increased  of  late 
years,  and  the  Committee  records  its  high  appreciation  of  the  arduous 
work  so  competently  accomplished  by  Miss  Henderson  and  her  assistant, 
Mrs.  Tattersall. 

Mr.  Sydney  Pusey. — For  twenty-nine  years  Mr.  J.  Sydney  Puzey, 
C.S.P.,  has  been  Hon.  Physiotherapist  to  the  Hospital.  He  still  holds 
this  position,  and  the  Committee  records  its  deep  appreciation  of  such 
a  long  term  of  unfailing  service. 

The  Honorary  Medical  Staff.— -The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity 
of  a  final  expression  of  their  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  for  their  invaluable  services.  A  voluntary  hospital  calls,  for  great 
sacrifice  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  its  medical  staff,  and  throughout 
the  fifty-nine  years  of  its  life  this  Hospital  has  received  wholehearted 
and  disinterested  -support  in  most  generous  measure. 

Collections,  Gifts,  etc. 

The  continued  support,  by  numerous  gifts,  of  the  British  Red  Cross  and 
St.  John  organisations  and  of  our  generous  Dominions  is  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Committee  also  gratefully  acknowledges,  among  others, 
contributions  from  the  following  :  Jesus  Hospital  Charity,  King  Edward’s 
Hospital  Fund  for  London,  Metropolitan  Hospital-Sunday  Fund,  Mr 
and  Mrs.  Field  (sale  of  surplus  garden  produce),  Miss  Ruby  Roper 
(dancing  display),  Ridge  and  District  Young  Farmers’  Club  (gymkhana 
and  horse  show),  Entertainment  Services  (Christmas  Hospital  ball),  and 
Mrs.  Merritt’s  match  box  collection. 

Twelve  mattresses  have  been  presented  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Nicholson,  and 
the  Committee  records  its  gratitude  to  him,  and  to  all  donors  of  gifts 
to  the  Hospital,  not  forgetting  the  voluntary  workers  who  give 
generously  of  those  precious  commodities,  their  time  and  labour. 

Annual  Street  Collection. — The  sum  of  £136  Is.  8d.  was  raised  by  this 
collection,  and  the  Committee  expresses  its  gratitude  to  Mrs.  James  and 
her  helpers  for  this  effort. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day. — From  this  source  £100  was  raised,  and  hearty 
thanks  are  tendered  to  the  organisers. 

Guild  Collections.-— These  were  organised  by  Mrs.  Lawson  and  Mrs. 
James,  and  resulted  in  the  substantial  sum  of  £253  being  contributed 
to  the  Hospital. 

Legacies. — The  Committee  gratefully  records  the  receipt  of  legacies 
under  the  following  wills  :  The  late  Mr.  F.  W.  McCombie,  £25;  the  late 
Mr.  Ernest  Ricketts,  £45;  and  notification  of  bequest  by  the  late  Mrs.  E. 
Childs,  £50.  A  gift  of  £10  has  been  received  under  the  will  of  the  late 
Mrs.  Hamilton  Gibson  for  the  purchase  of  garden  seats. 

Accounts.— The  ordinary  income  for  the  year  was  £9,000,  compared 
with  £10,918  in  1946,  and  the  ordinary  expenditure  £16,682,  compared 
with  £13,769. 

Legacies  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  £70,  leaving  an 
excess  of  expenditure  over  income  of  £7,612. 

Expenditure  on  day  -  to  -  day  maintenance  has  become  an  ever 
increasing  burden,  the  biggest  single  factor  being  salaries  and  wages. 
This,  together  with  expenditure  on  reinstatement  of  the  Hospital  and  a 
fall  in  the  amount  of  income,  has  resulted  in  the  necessity  of  disposing 
of  the  investments  of  the  General  Fund.

MEDICAL  REPORT 

Twenty-third  Year  of  the  Hospital  in  Wood  Street 

During  the  year  there  have  been  794  admissions.  These  show  a 
reduction  on  previous  years,  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  children  could  not  be  treated  owing  to  the  widespread  incidence  of 
poliomyelitis.  622  operations,  including  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations, 
were  performed. 

The  number  of  out-patient  attendances  amounted  to  7,153,  which 
included  769  X-ray  examinations,  1,167  ultra-violet-ray  and  radiant 
heat  treatments,  and  2,325  massage  and  electrical  treatments. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Nunn,  Dr.  G.  R.  Hughes,  and  Dr.  W.  G.  Harnett  retired 
from  the  Hon.  Medical  Staff.  Drs.  Nunn  and  Hughes  were  appointed 
Hon.  Consultants  and  Dr.  Harnett  was  appointed  Physician  and  Surgeon 
Emeritus. 

Mr.  I.  C.  L.  Wren,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.(Eng.),  has  been  appointed  an  Hon. 
Surgeon  Dentist. 

We  offer  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Puzey  for  hi.s  splendid  work  in  the 
Physiotherapy  Department. 

Since  the  end  of  the  year  to  which  this  Report  rightly  belongs,  Mr. 
Paul  F.  Moran,  L.D.S.,  R.C.S.(Eng.),  has  been  appointed  an  Hon.  Surgeon 
Dentist,  and  Dr.  Angus  Brewer  has  been  appointed  Hon.  Pathologist  to 
the  Hospital. 

Also  since  the  end  of  the  year  1947  we  have  to  report,  with  a  very 
deep  sense  of  loss,  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Nunn,  who  has  been  associated 
with  this  Hospital  for  so  many  years. 

To  the  Matron  (Miss  A.  E.  Baker),  Assistant  Matron  (Miss  M. 
Williams),  and  all  the  Nursing  Staff  we  offer  our  thanks  for  all  the 
work  they  have  done  and  the  patience  they  have  shown  throughout 
the  year. 

Early  in  1948  the  Matron  and  Assistant  Matron  retired  after 
twenty-five  years’  loyal  service,  and  we  wish  them  every  happiness  in 
their  retirement.  We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  extending 
a  welcome  to  thinr  successors,  Miss  James  and  Miss  Gundry. 
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
